Barn and Stock Destroyed by Fire. 


Isaiah Diller of New Oxford had a 


barn on his farm in Penn township 
near Hanover destroyed by tire last 
week. The bank barn, wagon shed, 
bog pen, corn crib and chicken house 
with 800 bushels of wheat, and straw 
250 bushels of oats, 500 bushels of rye 
and about 25 tons of hay were con- 
sumed with two horses, four mules, 
niue cows, oue buli, seven hogs aud 
350 chickens. 
The fire was discovered 


about 10 o'clock iu the evening. Mr. 
Diller was informed by phone at 11 
o'clock. The tenant ou farm is Law- 
rence Keller. The burning hay and 
straw scattered the fire over the build- 
ing* and the flames gained such head- 
way it was useless to make any at- 
tempt to save buildings. Some of the 
farming implements were saved but 
separator, windmill and sleigh were 
among articles consumed. A mare 
and colt, four cows, four hogs aud six 
pig* made up list of animals rescued.

Mr. Roosevelt's Impressions of the 


African Game Country. 


Xext morning we were in the game 


country, and as we sat on the seat over 
the cow-catcher it was literally like 
passing through a vast zoological gar- 
den, ludeed no such railway journey 
can be takeu ou auy other liue iu any 
other laud. At one time we passed a 
herd of a dozen or so of great giraffes, 
cows and calves, cantering 
along 


through the open woods a couple of 
hundred yards to the right of the train. 
Again, still closer, four water-buck 
cows, their big ears thrown forward, 
stared at us without moving until we 
had passed. Hartebeests were every- 
where ; one herd was on the track, 
and when the eugiue whistled they 
bucked and 
sprang with ungainly 


agility aud galloped clear of the dan- 
ger. A long-tailed straw-colored mon- 
key ran from one tree to another. Huge 
black ostriches appeared from time to 
time. Once a troop of impalja, close 
by tbe track, toojj iright; and a* the 
•fceautiful creatures fled we saw now 
one and now another bound clear over 
the high, bushes. A herd of zebra 
clattered across a cutting of the liue 
not a hundred yards anead of the 
tram ; the whistle hurried their pro- 
gress, but only for a moment, and as 
we passed they were already turning 
round to gaze. The wild creatures 
were in their sanctuary, and they 
knew it. Some of the settlers have at 
times grumbled at this game reserve 
being kept of such size : but surely It 
is one of the most valuable possessions 
the country could have. Tbe lack of 
water in parts, the prevalence in other 
parts of diseases harmful 
to both 


civilized man and domestic cattle, 
render this great tract of country the 
home of all homes for the wild crea- 
tures of the waste. The protection 
given these wild creatures is genuine, 
not nominal : they are preserved, not 
for the pleasure of the few, but for the 
good of all who choo&e to see this 
strange aud attractive spectacle : and 
from this nursery aud breeding-ground

Agriculture is to be more 
intelligent and more intense, new 
plants are to be introduced, a better 
use is to be made of the land, and an 
acre will produce twice as much as it 
now produces. The benefit of this 
new production should not be mono- 
polized by railroads, elevator com- 
panies and harvester trusts. It should 
go to the farmers and to the people, 
and it should show itself in better 
food, clothing and housing and m 
more wide-spread education for the 
great mass of us.

Is the Story of the Well Managed Bank 


The Atrocities of the Planters 


Yucatan, Mexico. 


Unimaginable cruelties and tortures 


are being performed at tbe present 
time by fifty enormously rich hene- 
quen planters, who dominate aud con- 
trol the peninsula of Yucatan, which 
is one of the states of the Republic of 
Mexico. Such is the claim of John 
Kennith Turner in bis article, "The 
Slaves of Yucatan"—wbich forms the 
first of his series on "Barbarous Mexi- 
co"—in the October AMERICAN MAG- 
AZINE. Mr. Turner has been an actu- 
al eye-witness of the things about 
which he writes, aud some of his 
statements are of a most astounding 
nature. He writes, in part, as.follows: 
"Oue of the lirst sights that we saw 
ou a heuequeu plantation was the beat- 
ing of a slave—a formal beating before 
the assembled toilers of the ranch ear- 
ly in the morning just before the daily 
roll-call. The slave was taken ou the 
bacKofalnige Chinaman aud given 
fifteen lashes across the bareback with 
a heavy wet rope, lashes so lustly de- 
livered that the blood ran down the 
victim's body. This method of beat- 
ing is an ancient one iu Yucatan and 
is the customary one on all the plan- 
tations for boys aud all except the 
heaviest meu. Women are required 
to kueel to be beaten, as sometimes 
are men of great weight. 
Men and 


women are beaten in the iields as well 
as at the morning roll-call. Each fore- 
man, or capataz, carries a heavy cane 
with which he punches and prods and 
whacks the slaves at will. I do not 
remember of visiting a single field in 
which I did not see some of this 
punching aud prodding aud whacking 
going on. 


"J saw no punishment worse than 


beating in Yucatan, but 1 heard of it. 
1 was told of men being strung up by 
their lingers or the toes to be beaten, 
of their being thrust into black dun- 
geon-like holes, of water being drop- 
ped ou the iiand until the victim 


I screamed, of the extremity of female 
| punishment being found in some out- 


! rage to the sense ol modesty iu worn- 
; en. I saw the black holes and every- 


I where I saw jail dormitories, armed 
guards aud night guards wbo patroled 
' the outskirts of the farm settlements

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


The proposed Constitutional Amend- 


ments to be voted upon in November 
should be carefully studied by every 
voter. They will be found on page 
seven. The COMPILER presents them 
in a shape to be easily read. Every 
voter should read every word in the 
three columns before going tothe polls 
on November 2nd. 
The COMPILER 


proposes to support every amendment 
but the seventh. There is no reason 
why one election each yeai will not be 
sufficient for an expression of the 
choice of the people as to officials, 
State officers in even numbered years, 
county, borough auu township officers 
in odd numbered years, and the one 
election each year to be held on the 
Tuesday following the first Monday in 
November. At present a fall election 
is scarcely over before the machinery 
must be set going for the Spring elec- 
tion and often the home government 
provided in the spring is the expres- 
sion of but a fraction of the people. 
This apathy will disappear when there 
is but one election each year and that 
one election will catch all the enthu- 
siasm of laige tickets, combining 
county, borough and township offici- 
als. 


Amendment Seven is objectionable 


in providing election officers, which 
the General Assembly may provide 
for by appointment, "laws regulating 
the appointment of election boards 
may be enacted to apply to cities 
only." This makes possible a law for 
the appointing of election officers by 
some power that would always be 
corruptible and the result would be 
permanent corrupt city elections be- 
fore which the country would be power- 
less. The nonest vote of the country 
districts would be overwhelmed in 
the dishonest vote of the city manipu- 
lated by corrupt election boards ap- 
pointed by corrupt appointing power, 
and the people of Pennsylvania in- 
stead of being said to be "corrupt and 
contented" would be corrupt and help- 
lessly contented. 
Vote No for the 


Seventh Amendment and Yes for the 
others.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing amendments to sections 


tight and twenty-one of article four, 
sections eleven and twelve of arti- 
cle five, sections two, three, and four 
teen of article eight, section one of 
article twelve, and sections two and 
seven of article fourteen, of the Con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania, and pro- 
viding a schedule for carrying the 
amendments into effect. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing are proposed as amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in accordance with 
the provisions of the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof:— 


Amendment One—To Article Four, 


Section Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight of ar- 


ticle four of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania which reads as follows: — 


"He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session; he shall 
have power to fill any vacancy that 
may happen, during the recess of the 
Senate, in the office of Auditor Gen- 
eral, State Treasurer, Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs or Superintendent 
of 


Public Instruction, in a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which 
he is or may be authorized to fill; if 
the vacancy shall happen during the 
session of the Senate, the Governor 
shall nominate to the Senate, before 
their final adjournment, a proper per- 
son to fill said vacancy; but in any 
such case of vacancy, in an elective of- 
fice, a person shall be chosen to said 
office at the next general election, un- 
less the vacancy shall happen within 
three calendar months immediately 
preceding such election, in which case 
the election for said office shall be held 
at the second succeeding" general elec- 
tion, la acting on executive nomina- 
tions the Senate shall sit with open 
doors, and, in confirming or rejecting 
the nominations of the Governor, the 
vote shall be taken by yeas and nays, 
and shall be entered on the journal," 
so as to read as follows:— 


He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
be authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
in offices to which he may appoint, 
during the recess of the Senate, by 
granting commissions which shall ex- 
pire at the end of their next sesbioc; 
he shall have power to fill any vacan- 
cy that may happen, during the recess 
of the Senate, in the office of Auditor 
General, State Treasurer, Secretary of 
Internal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in a judicial office. 
or in any other elective office which he 
is or may be authorized to fill; i* the 
vacancy shall happen during the se'> 
pion of the Senate, the Governor shall 
nominate to the Senate, before their 
final adjournment, a proper person to 
fill said vacancy; but in any such case 
of vacancy, in an elective office, a per- 
son shall be chosen to said office on the 
next election day appropriate to such 
office, according to the provisions of 
this Constitution, unless the vacancy 
shall 
happen within two calendar 


months immediately preceding such 
election day, in which 'case the elec- 
tion for said office shall be held on the 
second succeeding election day appro- 
priate to such office. In acting on ex- 
ecutive nominations the Senate shall 
sit with open doors, and, in confirming 
or rejecting the nominations of the 
Governor, the vote shall be taken by 
yeas and nays, and shall be entered on 
the journal. 
Amendment 
Two—To Article Four, 


Section Twenty-one. 


Section 3. Amend section twenty-one 


of article four, which reads as follows: 


"The term of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs shall be four years; of the 
Auditor General three years; and of the 
State Treasurer two years. These of- 
ficers shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors of the State at general elec- 
tions. No person elected to the office 
of Auditor General or State Treasurer 
shall be capable of holding the same 
office for two consecutive terms," so as 
*o read:— 
The terms of the Secretary of Inter- 


nal Affairs, the Auditor General, and 
the State Treasurer shall each be four 
year?: and they shall be chosen by the 
liialified electors of the State at gener- 
al elections; but a State Treasurer, 
elected in the year one thousand nine 
hundred and nine, shall serve for three 
years, and his successors' shall be elect- 
ed at the general election in the year 
one thousand nine hundred and twelve 
and in every fourth year thereafter. 
No person elected to the office of Audi- 
tor General or State Treasurer shall be 
capable of holding the same office for 
two consecutive terms. 
Amendment Three—To Article Five, 


Section Eleven. 


Section 4. Amend section eleven of 


article five, which reads as follows:— 
•'Except as otherwise provided in this 
Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs and town- 
ships at the time of the election of con- 
stables, by the qualified electors there- 
of, in such manner as shall be directed 
by law, and shall be commissioned by 
the Governor for a term of five years. 
No township, ward, district or borough 


•hall elect more than two justices of 
the peace or aldermen without the con- 
sent of a majority of the Qualified elec- 
tors within such township, ward or 
borough; no person shall be elected to 
such office unless he shall have resided 
within the township, borough, ward or 
district for one year next preceding 
his election. In cities containing over 
fifty thousand inhabitants, not more 
than one alderman shall be elected in 
each ward or district," so as to read:— 


Except as otherwise provided in this 


Constitution, justices of the peace or 
aldermen shall be elected in the sever- 
al wards, districts, boroughs or town- 
ships, by the qualified electors thereof, 
at the municipal election, in such man- 
ner as shall be directed by law, and 
shall be commissioned by the Governor 
for a term of six years.
